Unenforced Laws. 


A pi eminent New York state newspaper recently published 


.an editorial defiling with the multiplicity of laws and the grow- 


ing tendency to attempt to regulate all things, even the per- 
sonal affairs of the people,-by :law. ?U enumerated a long list 
of laws that read we'll,' but which are violated with impunity 
eyery'day m the year. -A stranger^intithis country reading a 
ISst'of its laws would conclude that "nothing wrong could be 
dope here without swift and condign punishment, but that 
such is^not the case is a matter of commoii knowledge. 
The 


editorial icferred.to ends with-this' question:'"And when will 
people ilearn that it is not possible to make people good by 
passing laws telling them to do those things which they do not 
naturally choose to do ?•"•. 


The meie fact that laws are broken'does not signify that 


there should be no laws, but there is much to indicate that we 
have too much law. Law to be effective must be enforced, 
and when laws are enacted faster than the authorities are able 
or willing to enforce them itJs. time to stop piling up statutes 
and*to give attention to the enforcement of such laws as are 
necessary for the regulation of community affairs..;.. 
; 


The,passion for law/making which has been so much in 


evidence foi some.years, and which is still manifest in practi- 
cally every state in the Union, has resulted in. loading the 
statute books with a mass of laws for some of which the pub- 
lic has little icspect, and anylaw that does not command pub- 
lic respect is a dead letter.'. that is one pf the troubles'in this 
country today. Too many of its laws are dead letters. 


A change in this particular field is highly desirable and 


would be very beneficial. This paper repeats what it has said 
before, that one of liie urgent needs pf this country is better 
enforcement'of the laws. 
Weare surfeited with law and are 


constantly suffering from the.lack.of its proper enforcement. 
Less legislation and a tightening of the screw.s at the enforce- 
ment end would be of benefit to practically eyery community 
in thVland. 
•

Here is a broad field for reform, and the sooner it is recog- 


nized the belter will it be for society.' Fewer laws-and more 
rig'i.d,enforcement is one' of the crying needs of the time. The 
public should understand that the'laws mean what they say 
and that they mean'the same'to all men, regardless of social, 
political or financial standing.
